Truly our hearts are melted 
before Him and we do desire to 
show our appreciation by a 
close walk and fruitful service 
for Him in this dark land of 
China. 
How we do thank you, our 
Brother, for your immediate re- 
sponse to our cable which we 
were forced to send you. Now 
we can go on with the work and 
the working of the enemy is al- 
ready being routed. Praise the 
Lord! 


Our little baby, Deborah, had 
been quite sick for several days 
but the dear Lord wonderfully 
healed her and I was so tired last 
night from loss of sleep I retired 
earlier than usual and the letter 
from the Bank notifying of your 
cable of money came after I 
went to. sleep. Sister Ina 
thought it only a statement from 
the bank and put it upon my 
little desk near my room door. I 
was awakened about three this 
A. M. and asI felt rested and 
the desire for sleep gone, 
thought I would get up and fin- 
ish my financial report which I 
have been preparing for head- 
quarters. I went to Sister Ina’s 
room ‘and she mentioned to me 
about the letter from the bank 
and said she wondered if it could 
be anything regarding a cable 
from you. I came and got it 
and opened it and sure enough 
it was. Well you can imagine 
how happy we were. 

We immediately went’ to 
prayer and thanksgiving before 
God as useless and unworthy as 
we are, He has been merciful un- 
to us and has seen fit to save 
this work and effort of years. In 
behalf of the heathens and those 
in darkness He has done it. 
Glory to His name! Truly our 
hearts are most grateful to God 
and to you. I shed tears of joy, 
especially when I saw the date of 
your cable—that you had 
answered at once. Truly as I 
told Sister Ina, it was like Ga- 
briel coming to Daniel and lifting 
him up. I felt I had been lifted 
upon my feet, literally and 
spiritually. Praise God forever! 


The burden has been so heavy 
and naturally all Jooking to me 
until it has pressed me terribly 
at times. Occasionally I would 
pray through it but would sink 
back into it again and on and on 
it has gone until there seemed 
no way to turn, hence, the abso- 
lute necessity of sending you the 
cable last week. 


Later. I began this very early 
and had hoped to finish it to- 
gether with our financial report 
up to date and mail with this 
but have been so busy today 
that I failed to get my report re- 
copied so will have to mail it 
separate—perhaps tomorrow. 
You will perhaps want to pub- 
lish it—just as you feel about 
it. I think it would be of in- 
terest to the saints to read it in- 
asmuch as it will give them a 
better insight into our affairs 
out here in general. 

Since the Assembly last year 
failed to give us any instructions 
out here we have put them in 
ourselves and, in fact, it requires 
a knowledge of the situation on 
the field to know how to act in 
many cases. I will outline it all 
in my report. In my letter to- 
morrow I hope to explain all 
fully.

We now have thirty-two children in the 
home. With the matron and her assistants and 
helpers makes thirty-seven in all. We have a great 
number of worthy applicants for admission, which 
we are forced to temporarily delay on account of 
shortage of finance. 

If every church and Sunday school would only 
feel that this is their work, and that the responsi- 
bility is on the Church in general to provide for 
and to prepetuate this worthy institution by tak- 
ing up a special offering for the Orphanage work 
Childrens Day, Sunday, June 10. If for any reason 
this should not be convenient time for you, select 
another time at the earliest date possible. As the 
running expenses of the Home are very heavy, it 
will be very necessary to have some immediate 
help in order to meet some pressing bills. 

While we are insisting that the churches and 
Sunday schools should manifest perpetual in- 
terest in the support of this work, it would also be 
well to remember that individuals may enjoy the 
privilege of sending their contribution by check 
or money order direct to the Church of God 
Orphanage and Childrens Home, Cleveland, 
Tenn. All funds will be properly receipted by re- 
turn mail. 

Some of our members and friends wish to con- 
tribute supplies for the home but many times do 
not know just what is needed. In order for you to 
determine just what is needed or can be used in 
the home, it would be well for you to take into con- 
sideration the necessities of your own home, and 
then remember that the same things can be used 
in the Orphans Home as we are endeavoring to 
make it as homelike for the precious little children 
as it is possible. If you have a boy who has out- 
grown his suits they can be used in the home. If 
you have little girls who have outgrown their 
clothing, we have a number of bright faced little 
girls who can use them. Whatever your children 
need and enjoy these children would also enjoy, 
if they had the privilege.

“T will use every effort I can for 
your ¢omfort.” “ I will prepare a 
home for you where you may 
have balm poured upon your 
broken heart.” This the Church 
of God has undertaken to do. 


We have three neat homes at 
Cleveland, Tennessee, and those 
connected with them are doing 
all they can to keep the little 
ones from being comfortless. 
They have good beds to sleep in, 
also plenty of clothes and plenty 
to eat. They are being educated 
and their spiritual interest is es- 
pecially looked after. But why 
is all this? It is because some 
are putting forth an effort that 
they should not be left comfort- 
less. But only a comparative 


few are taking any interest in: 





this. Just thinkif the twenty 
thousand members of the 
Church of God would take an 
interest, what a great orphan- 
age work we could have! 


How May | Keep Them From 
Being Comfortless? 

This question should be asked 
and answered by every member. 
But I will answer, Do every 
thing you can for their comfort. 

What are some things that 
might be done? The first I will 
mention, another state might 
build another home. Kentucky 
has built one, Cleveland has 
built one, and there is plenty of 
ground for others. But the most 
comforting thing I could men- 
tion now would be money. Mon- 
ey is the medium that keeps the 
thing in operation. 
knows that money moves things. 
It takes money to buy flour, 
meat, lard, sugar, coal, clothes, 
etc. and all of this is for their 
comfort. Will you leave them 
comfortless? We are in special 
need of money now, that is why

is going out, to stir up the pure 
minds of those who seem to 
have forgotten the little orphans.

Yes, indeed, let us consider 
what Jesus has sacrificed and 
suffered for us so when we are

We want all to know we do 
not despise the day of small 
things,” but appreciate all that is 
sent and try to use it to the very 
best advantage and see that 
nothing is lost or wasted. As 
Jesus taught His disciples when 
He fed the multitude, “Gather up 
the fragments that remain, that 
nothing be lost.” It is to the 


glory of the Lord that we econ- 
omize. 





You who have children can 
no doubt realize something of 
what it means to see after 
thirty-two children and twenty- 
four in school and the daily 
needs which are many. I was 
figuring our milk and butter bill 
the other day and said, “Weare 
paying over $10.00 per week for 
milk and butter alone (and that 
at areduction to the home). 
One little girl spoke up and said, 
“Well, I guess I will have to quit 
eating.” No, I am sure none of 
us want them to have to quit 
eating for milk and butter is 
one of the best foods for children 
we can get. But we may need 
to pray a little more for means 
to supply our needs and meet 
our bills. 


The other day the little boys 
came. for tooth paste. I told 





them that we did not have any 
and said, “I guess you children 





had better pray for some.” In 
two or three days we received a 
package and there were three 
tubes of paste in it. Praise the 
Lord! Ask nothing doubting and 
ye shall receive. 


We need your prayers for wis- 
dom and spiritual help for it 
truly means something these 
days to “Train up a child in the 
way he should go.” Prov. 22:6. 
But we are commanded to by 
our Lord so we praise Him be- 
cause He will be our helper 
when we depend on Him and 
obey His Word, Our girls and 
boys need close, prayerful and 
careful attention for the ene- 
my’s power is so strong in these 
last days so near the end, and 
there are sO many snares and 
pitfalls for their young feet; 
pride, fashion, worldliness and 
so many things to allure them 
from God and the old paths our 
fathers trod and the narrow 
way which is the only way to 
heaven. 


Dear Church of God mothers, 
you know we will have to mect 
our children at the judgment 
and give an account of how we 
trained them and we cannot be 
too careful teaching them mod- 
esty (a lost virtue). One writer 
has said, Let us dress our girls 
for God as becometh women 
professing holiness, not con- 
forming to this world but in 
modest apparel. God is not 
pleased with such nakedness, 
low necks, short sleeves, short 
skirts and bare knees. Our young 
ladies of today would be 
ashamed to associate with the 
women they are patterning after 
in dress. How can we afford 
as Bible women, Christians and 
Church of God mothers counte- 
nance any such dressing and 
conforming to the world when 
we are told plainly in Rom. 12:2, 
“And be not conformed to this 
world: but be ye transformed by 
the renewing of your mind, that 
ye may prove what is that good, 
and acceptable, and perfect will 
of God.” 


I am fearless to make these 
statements for I know God is 
not pleased with such dressing 
and the Bible will bear me out. 
And of late as a few of us meet 
most every day to pray togeth- 
er God is warning us on many 
lines and says, “Study my 
Word; stand on my Word. Oth- 


er things and people are failing 


but My Word shall never fail. 
You are safe. You need not fear 
if you will stand upon my Word. 
Delusions are coming, heresy, 
and different spirits, but try the 
spirits. My Word and My Spirit 
agree.” We are told to cry 
aloud and spare not and to lift 
up our voice like a trumpet. I 
believe some of us will be guilty 
before God if we go on much 
longer and refrain from crying 
out against these awful evils of 
today that are leading our 
young people away from God. 
My soul cries out at this hour. 
O God, forbid that I should fail 
to sound the alarm and give the 
warning. I surely do not want 
to .meet Jesus and have some 
one point their finger at me and 
say, “You did not warn me.” 
I surely do not want the blood 
of any soul on my skirts when 
Jesus comes. I am here to do 
the will of my God and if I 
please Him, it is worth more 
than all the approval of people. 
We must be true to God, His 
Word and His Church, or else 
we will be an utter failure. I 
must be true to these orphan 
children so please pray that God 
will help me to be just the 
mother that will please Him. 


Right here I want to thank 
God for Christian parents that 
brought me up in the way that 
I should go and when I became 
grown I did not depart from 
it. Praise God! When I was 
young the way seemed rather 
narrow for me, but, today, I 
rejoice in this very narrow 
way and it is not too straight 
for me. Because when Jesus 
sanctified me about twenty 
years ago He told me by His 
precious Word repeatedly as I 
would open my Bible, “Love 
not the world, neither the things 
that are in the world. If any 
man love the world, the love of 
the Father is notin him. For 
all that is in the world, the lust 
of the flesh, and the lust of the 
eyes, and the pride of life, is 
not of the Father, but is of the 
world. And the world passeth 
away, and the lust thereof: but 
he that doeth the will of God 
abideth forever.” 1 John 2:15-17. 


The dear Lord then told me 
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how that by denying myself of 
unnecessaries, costly apparel, | 
could help others in need and 
when He comes I hope to have 
some little part in the harvest- 
ing in foreign fields, though I 
may never go in person. Right 
here I want to say that we, as 
a church, are not sacrificing for 
the needs of: our dear mission- 
aries and the heathen in the 
foreign fields as we should. 


I was traveling es nurse with 
a millionaire family in Europe 
and while we were enjoying the 
grand scenery of God’s handi- 
work; the magnificent moun- 
tains; the picturesque lakes and 
valleys, yet in it all and living 
in ease and luxury, there was 
a feeling of loneliness. We have 
walked the streets and watched 
the busy throng and passers-by 
but oh, that feeling of being a 
stranger in a strange land; 
longing fora word we could 
understand and wishing for a 
face that we had ever looked 
into before. This alone is a 
sacrifice that not many are will- 
ing to make. Then to think of 
souls on your heart, knowing 
that they are looking to you 
to teach them of Jesus and the 
care of the Church and all the 
financial part and _ limited 
means! O dear saints, I wish I 
could cause some of you to feel 
this like I do. God bless dear 
Sister Rushin and family in 
China and dear Brother Padgett 
in the Bahamas. I know we 
could sacrifice and deny our- 
selves more than we are doing. 


This was to be written for 
the Orphanage issue but there 
are many needy orphans in 
China and some way, while I 
am here in the work in person, 
yet my heart goes out for 
China’s need and other places 
and on other lines. So if I 
missed my subject it is a fault 
of the head and not the heart 
for really my heart is for the 
Church of God and its teaching, 
principles and doctrine as laid 
down in the New Testament 
(our discipline) which we must 
live by, measure up to, and fi- 
nally be judged by—our look- 
ing glass. 


We sing, The wayis very 
narrow but I'll follow. Truly 
God is trying to show us as we 
meet together to pray, how very 
narrow the way is—no room for 
anything that is not like Jesus 
or for His glory. Dear saints, 
let us strive to enter in and pay 
every vow or promise we have 
ever made to our God for He is 
looking, listening and seeing our 
hearts. 


It may be that some will not 
agree with all I have said. Let 
me ask you to get your Bibles 
and go down in prayer and 
search His Word and get it in 
your hearts, chapter and verse. 
I believe that since God has 
been talking to some of us so 
plainly of late that the time has 
come when we should no longer 
hold our peace when we are 
aware of evil creeping into the 
Church. One message was, 
“Awake, awake my people, 
sound the alarm, blow the 
trumpet loud.” If God is dis- 
pleased and grieved with some 
things that are going on we 
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surely ought to be, too, if we are 


His true children. 


Dear saints, please pray that 
our faith and strength fail not 
for truly I mean to go all the 
way with Jesus, no matter what 
the cost. May the dear Lord 
bless you all. I want you who 
have sent in your offerings, do- 
nations and gifts of every kind, 
big and little, and have been 
the means of others giving and 
you who have so carefully 
packed the boxes and_ barrels 
and no doubt, sent them with a 
prayer, do not ever feel that it 
is unnoticed by the great 
eye that is ever watching over 
us all. We know He loves and 
cares when our poor little weak 
hearts are made to rejoice and 
sometimes to weep for joy to 
see how some are giving, sacri- 
ficing and denying themselves.

of the Lord shall be thy re- 
ward. Then shalt thou call, 
and the Lord shall answer; thou 
shalt cry, and He shall say, Here 
Iam. If thou take away from 
the midst of thee the yoke” the 
putting forth of the finger, and 
speaking vanity; and if thou 
draw out thy soul to the hungry, 
and satisfy the afflicted soul; 
then shall thy light rise in ob- 
scurity, and thy darkness be as 
the noonday. And the Lord 
shall guide thee continually, and 
satisfy thy soul in drought, 
and make fat thy bones: and 
thou shalt be like a watered 
garden, and like a spring of wa- 
ter, whose waters fail not.” Isa. 
58 :6-11. 

From these Scriptures we are 
not only forced to believe that it 
is more blessed to give than to 
receive, but that many on ac- 
count of their failure to comply 
with these Scriptures, no doubt, 
are suffering unnecessarily. If 
you are sick in body and need 
the blessing of healing, try to 
bless somebody else and God will 
bless you. We should déal our 
bread to the hungry and gather 
those who are cast out, home- 
less and friendless, and have the 
promise that our health shall 
spring forth speedily. There are 
wonderful blessings promised if 
we will only obey. I am*now re 
minded of our precious Brother 
Pruitt of Corbin, Kentucky, who 
was in feeble health and God 
put the Orphanage work on his 
heart. He advanced the, ci- 
ple part of the money to build 





Orphanage located here in 
Cleveland. I am informed, as a 
result of his obedience and pro- 
viding quarters for the precious 
little orphan boys, that God-has 
marvelously blessed him in his 
body, thus demonstrating the 
Scriptures above referred to. I 
am sure that he and those asso- 
ciated with him in this -noble 
work will not loose their reward. 
This magnificient home stands 
as a monument to the honor of 
the great state of Kentucky. 
Surely showers of blessings will 
fall on the people who will dare 
to take God at His Word. These 
buildings belong to the Church 
of God and we, as members and 
friends of this great cause, have 
the noble privilege of obeying 
this Scripture by gathering the 
precious little orphans in and 
providing for them the comforts 
of life. And thereby receive the 
blessings promised. 

Dear ones, let us draw a little 
closer together and have a heart 
to heart talk with each other. 
Suppose that you should be sud- 
denly called into eternity and 
your precious little ones of those 
dear to you should be left alone, 
how would you feel if you knew 
they would be cast out on a 
cold-hearted world to wander 
with no place to call their home 
and no one to tell them of a 
Saviour who died for them, or 
of the road to the city of gold? 
Would it not gladden your heart 
to know that in the city of Cleve- 
land, Tennessee, there was a 
home provided where they could 
receive a mother’s care and 
Christian training. One precious 
mother sinking in death, soon 
to breathe her last with her 
feeble trembling voice left re- 
quest that her little ones be 
placed in the Church of God 
Orphanage and Childrens Home, 
and then bid goodby.
